McGovern charges Nixon administration corrupt 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - George 
S. McGovern charged today that the 
Nixon administration is the most 
corrupt in the nation’s history. Not 
only that, the Democratic presiden­ 
tial nominee said, it has corrupted 
America. 


In a hard-hitting address at the 
annual UPI conference of editors 
and 
publishers, 
McGovern 
also 
assailed 
the 
administration 
for 
continuing “ an unjust war.” 
He 


said, “ Now we know the war could 
end at any moment if we would only 
break free from the brutal regime in 
Saigon.” 


“ Our sacred honor,” the senator 
added, 
“ is 
laid 
at 
the 
feet 
of 
d ic ta to rs , 
dope 
runners 
and 
gangsters in Saigon—a government 
that subverts our ideals just as 
eagerly as it steals our aid.” 


But McGovern targeted chiefly on 
what he called domestic corruption 


by the Nixon administration. 
“ Y e s te r d a y 
on

program) Meet the Press, my wife 
said that the current administration 
w a s 
t h e 
m o s t 
c o r r u p t 
administration in recent history,” 
McGovern 
said, 
i 
agree 
with 
that—with one modification 1 would

He added, “ At no time have we 
witnessed 
official 
corruption 
as 
wide or as deep as the mess in 
Washington right now.” 


Before 
embarking 
on 
a

campaign trip to New Jersey and

York 
today, 
McGovern 
declared: “ We face not merely the 
shoddy 
corruption 
that 
permits 
powerful men to buy what they want 
from public officials, but the steady 
corruption 
of 
our 
own 
precious 
values as a country. 
“ Today we face not merely the 
corruption of government but the 
corruption of America. 
The Nixon mess in Washington 


includes the corruption of our ideals 
in an unjust war as well as the 
c o r r u p t i o n 
of 
the 
J u s t i c e 
Department in the ITT case. ” 
“ It includes the corruption of our 
Constitution 
by 
assaults 
on

freedom of the press as well as the

Chilson wants to 
serve on hospital 
board again

Robert Chilson, who missed the deadline for filing to succeed himself on 
Lompoc Hospital District Board of Directors has telephoned from Oregon 
to indicate he wishes to serve again. 
Chilson missed the Sept. 1 deadline for filing for the Nevember Election 
because he was late in returning from an extended vacation in the 
Northwest. 
Ken Wicks, hospital administrator and secretary of the board, said 
Chilson was “chagrined” that he had missed the deadline and that he 
wanted to serve again if the board saw fit to appoint him to succeed himself. 
Chilson’s seat and one held by Harold Thompson were up for reelection 
Thompson filed nomination papers for the election, but Chilson did not In 
the absence of Chilson and since no one else had filed for either of the two 
upcoming vacancies, the board moved to dissolve the election plans as 
mandated by law. It was assumed that the board would appoint both 
directors to succeed themselves, but the action was held in abeyance 
pending information indicating Chilson’s plans 


Wicks said Chilson called from Oregon last Thursday to say he wished to 
serve again if the board saw fit to appoint him Wicks said Chilson was 
having car trouble and that it would take him about 10 days to return home. 
That would be next Sunday. 
Meanwhile the board will meet Thursday to review the m atter and also to 
review problems surrounding the application to build a 74-bed convalescent 
hospital for which voters have already approved a bond issue of $1.5 million. 


Wicks had hoped the state Comprehensive Health Planning Council would 
consider a request this month for a variance to clear the way for 
construction, but it appears that it will be November before the state body 
can hear the issue The district must apply for a variance on the project 
because the plans for 74 beds exceed the number indicated by the state 
general plan for hospital services. 
The further delay could push the construction back until after the first of 
the new year. 


Nixon, Gromyko meet 
to discuss troop cutback

Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko

United States was ready to start 
preliminary negotiations with the 
Soviet Union on troop reductions in 
Europe. 
Nixon and Gromyko sat side by 
side on gold colored chairs in the 
President's oval office. They will 
get together again tonight, probably 
for longer discussions, at a working 
dinner the President is giving for 
Gromyko 
at 
his 
Camp 
David 
retreat. 
Sitting in on the White House 
session were Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers, Nixon’s national 
security adviser Henry A. Kissinger 
and Soviet Ambassador Anatoly F 
Dobrynin. 


Newsmen were admitted for only 
the first minute or so of the session 
and 
heard 
Nixon 
and 
Gromyko 
exchange 
comments 
about 
the 
effectiveness of the United Nations. 


“ There is always work to do in the 
U N. organization,” Gromyko said 
through an interpreter. “ It is not 
always 
productive 
but 
there 
is 
always work to be done.” 
“ I agree with both sentences,” 
Nixon responded. 
Gromyko 
spoke at the 
United 
Nations last week So did Rogers. 
Rogers told Nixon, “ He gave a good 
speech.” 
Gromyko responded, “ We closely 
followed with interest the speech of 
the secretary of state. It was an 
interesting speech ” 
Nixon 
observed, 
“ That’s 
di­ 
plomatic language.” 
Gromyko replied, “ it’s saying a 
great deal.” 
Tonight’s dinner originally had 
been scheduled for the White House 
but Nixon, who spent the weekend at 
Camp David, ordered the change of 
location. 
“ We have a good day to go to 
Camp David today...the leaves are 
beginning to turn (to fall colors»,” 
he told the Soviet official.

W elfare load down, costs up

heralded 1971 Welfare Reform Act went 
into effect, 
the welfare caseload has 
shrunk by 220,653 recipients but welfare 
costs have still soared. 
Observing the one-year anniversary of 
the act Sunday, Gov. Ronald Reagan said 
the “ reform ” succeeded in reversing the 
upward spiral of welfare and Medi-Cal 
costs. 
However, the state’s records showed 
that during the 1971-72 fiscal year ending

Reagan explained this by saying, “ If 
welfare and MediCal reforms had not been 
undertaken and welfare rolls and Medi-Cal 
costs had continued to rise at their pre- 
reform rate, the taxpayers would have 
spent an additional $1 billion (federal, state 
and local funds) on welfare and Medi-Cal 
by this tim e.”

POW says treatment humane

Navy Lt. Markham L Gartley, one of the three POWs 
who returned home last week, said Sunday his North 
Vietmanese captors were “ humane“ but his imprisonment 
was “ no bed of roses. 
Gartley. who spent more than four years in a North 
Vietnamese prisoner of war camp, returned to the U.S. last 
Thursday along with former POWs, Navy Lt (j g > Norris 
A Charles and Air Force Maj Edward K Elias They were 
resting and undergoing medical checkups at military 
facilities. 
Gartley said at a news conference at St Albans Naval 
Hospital in New York City his “ treatment during captivity 
had been humane 
He then left for another LIS. Navy 
facility in Jacksonville. Fla 
Gartley. in uniform, said he was not brainwashed by his 
captors and his treatment as a prisoner was good, 
considering conditions in North Vietnam 
“ I have not been mistreated." he said “ Prisons any­ 
where in the world are no bed of roses and this one. of 
course, was no exception 
Later in Jacksonville. Gartley. 28. was greeted by Mrs 


Byron Fuller. 
Mrs 
Randolph 
Ford and Mrs. Carl 
Crumpler, local wives whose husbands also were POWs. 
Gartley told Mrs Fuller he had been in the same prison 
camp with her husband. Capt R. Byron Fuller, in 1%8 
Fuller s plane was shot down in July. 1967, but Mrs. Fuller 
knew he was alive 
Mrs. Randolph Ford, who had no definite knowledge 
whether her husband was still alive, also confirmed Gartley 
brought news of her husband, but she refused to say what 
Gartley told her. 
Gartley told Mrs Crumpler he had no contact with her 
husband, Col. Carl Crumpler. who has been a prisoner for 
four years. Mrs Crumpler said she had received mail 
irregularly from her husband 
Navy spokesman said Gartley would remain in the 
Jacksonville Naval Hospital until his medical examination 
is completed 
Meanwhile. Charles, 27. spent a “ relaxed" schedule 
Sunday at Balboa Naval Hospital in San Diego, where he 
was visited by his wife and parents, a Navy spokesman 
said 
The spokesman said Charles has been busy reading news 
summaries that covered his period of captivity

No motive expected against Corona 


DAIRF1ELD 
(U P D — The prosecution resumes its 
opening statement in the Juan Corona mass murder trial 
today with indications it does not expect to prove a motive 
for the 25 killings. 
Assistant Prosecutor Bart Williams has given the 10- 
man. two-woman jury a recital of the gruesome details 
surrounding the 1971 slayings 
All the victims were 
transient farmworkers who suffered chopping type wounds. 
Doctors will testify, Williams said, that the victims died 
from stab and hack wounds and massive skull fractures 
When the trial recessed Friday for the weekend, Williams 
was only partially through his 10-part opening statement 
which he told the jurors is a broad outline of the state's 
circumstantial case 


The prosecution has not touched on a motive and 
Williams said outside the courtroom “ it will be pretty much 
up to them < the jury»to draw their own conclusions 
“ Motive is not part of the crime If you have it, fine; if 
not, fine " 
Defense attorney Richard Hawk is expected to make an 
immediate rebuttal which he said probably would last 
about two hours 
While the assistant prosecutor began detailing the state’s 
case, the 38-year-old defendant, a Mexican national, studied 
a book on U S citizenship requirements He glanced up only 
occasionally from his reading to watch the prosecutor 
Williams began his remarks with a grave by-grave 
description of what sheriff’s deputies exhumed from graves

It won’t work, said Rep Omar Burleson. D-Tex. who is 
chairman of an informal caucus of southern Democrats. He

Wilson, chairman of the House Republican Campaign 
Committee, said prospective switchers already are being 
assured they can cross the aisle with their seniority 
unimpaired “ I ’m sure we could guarantee that.

increases. 


The population grows ever 
larger as the birth rate 
declines. And now the two- 
way movement is seen in 
politics. A word of caution, 
however 
Although the 
indication 
that Nixon s lead is both 
expanding and contracting 
fits 
in 
with 
what 
is 
happening in other fields, 
bear in mind that the polls 
m and of themselves are 
meaningless 
It all depends on how they 
are interpreted 
Last week, for example, 
opinion researcher Albert 
E Sindlinger told a House 
subcommittee 
that 
when 
Nixon widens his lead it 
m e a n s 
M c G o v e r n ’s 
prospects are improving 
He explained that an over­ 
whelming Nixon lead would 
result in a relatively small 
election day turnout and 
cause Democrats who might 
otherwise split their ballots 
to vote a straight party 
ticket.

Another of the Constitution 
revision 
measures on

Proposition 7 which revises Constitution 
statutes dealing with the qualifications for 
voting,

supreme court decisions which have made 
obsolete these sections of our constitution.

[Proposition 7 basically gathers together 
all of the decisions and rewrites and

initiatives for his challenges. The 
argument against the death penalty 
was written by his father, former 
(Jovernor Brown. 
The argument 
against the farm labor bill was

president of the State AFL-CIO. The 
argument

written by the president of the

Association. Brown was a school 
board member before his election to 
SecTetary of State. 
He has not raised any question on 
the proposal to legalize marijuana. 
He isn’t challenging the so-called

Tunney and Speaker Bob Moretti, 
both Democrats like Brown. The

Pet 
turtles are waging germ 
warfare on our kids. 
In man this Salmonella infection 
produces 
a 
variety 
of 
disease 
ranging from no symptoms to death. 
Most people (75 per cent) develop 
gastroenteritis 
which 
includes, 
nausea, vomiting, fever, abdominal 
cramps, 
diarrhea, 
and 
possibly 
shaking chills, muscular aches and 
prostration. 
Symptoms appear about a day 


after exposure 
and 
remain 
for 
several days. Complications usually 
don’t 
develop 
and 
recovery 
is 
routine. 
Dr. 
Edmund Bayer, a Health 
D e p a r t m e n t 
V e t e r i n a r i a n , 
estimates that there are 280,000 
Salmonellosis cases yearly in the 
country traceable to little Fred and 
Myrtle. Among confirmed cases, 
about 50 per cent are children under 
four. The turtles themselves don’t 
get sick. 


Infection is actually caused by 
direct 
or 
indirect 
ingestion 
of 
contaminated turtle excrement, at 
first glance an unlikely occurrence 
until you realize that turtles in 
uncleaned bowls swim all day in 
their own excrement and youngsters 
love to pick up the pets and hold 
them. 


Werner adds in his article that he 
believes many families have been 
contaminated 
when 
during 
the 
cleaning of turtle bowls at the 
kitchen sink, drops of the old water 
have landed on dishes. A small 
sample of old trutle water he 
continues, is likely to be very potent 
with the Salmonella germs and 
toddlers’ habits of sticking their 
fingers into the bowl or eating the 
turtle’s 
food 
(lettuce, 
etc.) 
or 
sticking the turtles in their mouths 
doesn’t help. 
The 
13 
million 
pets 
raised 


annually at the great turtle ranches 
of the South do not satisfy the U.S. 
market and another 2 million alien 
turtles are yearly imported 
The 
Salmonella thrives in these vast 
herds and 
infects 
most of the 
reptiles 
Those 
that 
are 
sold 
free 
of 
salmonella can contract it from 
being fed contaminated foods, raw 
meat or Werner includes, through 
exposure to an infected child 
the 
Health 
Department 
has 
recently banned the shipment of live 
turtles 
into 
California 
before 
inspection. F'et stores must now 
display a sign warning that turtles 
may 
transm it 
bacteria 
and 
professional turtle buyers are now 
required
